. The Medical Secretary's Visit to South Africa. 

Dr. Cox, in the course of a letter written from Bulawayo, 
says that he was handsomely entertained by the Matabele- 
land Division of the Association at a well attended dinner. 
The Matabeleland Division includes practitioners who are 
scattered over an enormous area, and this naturally mili- 
tates against frequent trips to the centre at Bulawayo. 
The medical officer of health for Bulawayo, Captain A. W. 
Forrester, and Dr. and Mrs. Ellis locked after Dr. Cox 
during his stay in Bulawayo. On December 18th, 1925, a 
well attended and successful meeting of the local profession 
was held under the chairmanship of Dr. ¥. H. Ellis, M.C., 
chairman of the Division, when there was a very useful 
discussion in connexion with the local organization of the 
profession, Captain Forrester, who has for so long acted 
as honorary secretary to the Division, relinquished the 
post at his own request, and Dr. H..J. Morris was elected 
in his stead. The meeting cordially thanked Captain 
Yorrester for his past services. Judging by the enthusiasm 
shown at the meeting there would appear to be a bright 
outlook for the Division in the future. Combining pleasure 
with business, Dr. Cox was given an opportunity to visit 
the Victoria Falls, and whilst there he was asked by Dr. 
A. W. May, C.M.G., the senior medical officer of the 
Northern Rhodesian Government, to visit him at Living- 
stone, which is somo ten miles north of the Falls. Dr. Cox 
was entertained at Livingstone by Dr. and Mrs. May, and 
was shown the European and native hospitals. He was 
also entertained to tea by the Governor, Sir H. J. Stanley, 
and by Mr. R. Goode, C.M.G., C.B.E., the chief secretary. 
The medical profession in Johannesburg has asked Dr. Cox 
to pay another visit to that city on his return journey, and 
this he hopes to do some time between February 16th 
and 19th,

A PUBLIC MEDICAL SBRVICE FOR LONDON, 
7 GENERAL MEETING OF PRACTITIONERS. 


A GENERAL meeting of London practitioners was held in the 
Great Hall of the British Medical Association’s House on 
the afternoon of Sunday, January 10th, to discuss the scheme 
for a Public Medical Service for London which has been 
projected by tho Local Medical Committee acting as a 
temporary committee of management. Those attending 
numbered 320, and the scheme appeared to receive general 
endorsement, although no resolutions were taken. 


The scheme, which is to be administered by a central com- 
mittee and by local committees, is one to organize the provision 
of medical attendance and medicine by a contributory arrange- 
ment. for persons otherwise unable to pay the ordinary medical 
charges. A capitation fee of at least 3d. a week for pro- 
fessional services is to be charged for each subscriber, and the 
subscribers become eligible for treatment fourteen days after 
admission. To meet the administrative expenses it is proposed 
to require 1s. entrance fee for each subscriber and to charge a 
sum of 9d. a quarter. The income limit is the same as that 
provided under the National Health Insurance Act—namely, 
£250 a year. The services to be given include medical and 
surgical ‘treatment, within the competence and skill of the 
general practitioner, at the surgery or, when the patient's 
condition requires it, ordinary medical and surgical treatment 
at his domicile, together with all needful medicines, except 
certain special preparations duly set out. Subscribers are not 
to be entitled, in consideration of their ordinary subscriptions, 
to medical service in respect of confinements and miscarriages, 
or illness resulting therefrom within ten days, operations 
requiring general anaesthetics or the administration of suc 
anaesthetics, operative dentistry, vaccinations, night and special 
visits, certificates and reports, treatment of venereal disease, 
and catheterization, A scale of minimum fees for all these 
services may, however, be drawn up by the committee in any 
area for approval by the central committee. Appliances, such 
as trusses and splints, are not to be provided. Special examina- 
tions, such as z-ray, are not included, nor are examinations of 
court attendances under common law or under Workmen's 
Compensation or other statutes. Various other rules relate to 
the government of the members of the service—that is, the 
practitioners—one of them requiring that no member shall take 
any individual contributory contract patient at a lower rate ot 
fee than prescribed in the rales or continue to treat any such 
patient except with the consent of the central committee. | 

Dr. H. J. Carpare, chairman of the Local Medical Committee, 
presided, and in a brief opening statement said that the scheme 
was the result of a good deal of hard work by three co-operating 
bodies—namely, the Metropolitan Counties Branch of the 
British Medical Association, the Medical Practitioners’ Union, 
and the Local Medical Committee. In drawing up the scheme 
advantage had been taken of information relating to other 
schemes which were already working in different parts of the 
country. He wished to draw attention to one of the chief 
principles underlying this arrangement. In cheap contract 
work in the past there had no doubt always been a sem 
charitable element. It was thought desirable in this instance 
that the charitable side should be separated from what might be 
called the professional-fee side of the question, and that such 
fees should be devised as the profession thought itself propel 
entitled to, but that opportunity should be left in the scheme 
for the exercise of benevolence. If in certain localities it was 
found that some people could not afford the full figure it wou'd 
be open to any benevolent committee under the scheme to say 
that such people might be treated on a lower basis; but the 
scheme itself must embody what, in the circumstances, miglit 
be called an adequate professional fee. 

Dr. E. A. Grrea, in a lengthy exposition of the scheme, 
said that in its present shape it originated in the minds of the 
Local Medical Committee. One of the first things which that 
committee did was to go to the medical organizations and ge 
their assistance, and that assistance had been given with the 
greatest courtesy and sympathy by the Council of the Metro 
politan Counties Branch of the British Medical Association and 
by the Council of the Medical Practitioners’ Union. In the pro 


ceedings of the Court of Inquiry on the insurance capitation fee 


two years ago, nothing had impressed him more than that somé 
of the most damaging points against the profession arose oub 
of the evidence as to certain forms of contract practice. It was 
felt by some who listened to that evidence that the time had 
come for the profession to set its house in order. Hence the 
proposal to set up a form of contract meical service which 
would not leave them shamefaced when thy came to negotiat® 
with large public bodies—such, for instance, as the London 
Ccunty Council. There was an unfortuuate tendency for every, 
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practice carried on in an industrial or. semi-industrial area to 
have its scale of fees determined by the minimum fee—the fee 
that the poorest person attended in that practice was able to 
pay. If, therefore, it was possible by some scheme to provide 
for this lower-paid class—for those whose position in life pre- 
vented them from being sable to pay a on. fee of a more or 
less adequate character—the result would be that other people, 
who could afford to pay an adequate fee, would no longer come 
in at the minimum charges. Therefore, it was proposed to 
set up a public medical service, which was a method of 
attending people on a contractual basis for a minimum fee, 
but not on philanthropic or benevolent lines. The method 
might be described as being in accordance with that which 
was widely recognized by the working classes when they bad 
to provide for their more expensive commodities—namely, the 
instalment system. He also drew attention to the desirability 
of having an alternative scheme in readiness in the event of any 
breakdown in the scheme of medical service under the National 
Health Insurance Act. Some little time ago, when such a 
breakdown appeared imminent, it was said that the people 
concerned—that is, the present insured population—must be 
attended under the conditions of private practice. This, how- 
ever, while availing as a temporary arrangement, could hardly 
be considered practicable for any length of time. Dr. Gregg 
added that the scheme now put forward was to be a doctors’ 
scheme entirely; it would be administered by the profession 
through elected central and local bodies. There was nothing 
to prevent a higher scale of fees than the one submitted being 
set up in favoured areas—he instanced Hampstead—but the 
committee insisted that the scale must not be lowered. The 
scheme was definitely confined to the ordinary medical service, 
but, again, there was no reason why a scale should not be put 
forward for the excepted additional services. To meet the 
establishment expenses it was proposed that members—the 
participating practitioners being described as ‘‘ members” in 
distinction from the “ ” or beneficiaries—joining 
the scheme during the first year should pay £5, which would 
be repayable at death or on withdrawal, and that those 
joining later should pay an entrance fee of £2 2s., which would 
not be returnable. 

. The memorandum setting out the details of the scheme was 
then taken paragraph by paragraph, and the remainder of the 
meeting was mostly occupied with questions addressed to the 
chair on various points. 

' The CHarrMan, in reply to a question as to whether amend- 
ments of the rules might not be accepted from the meeting, 
explained that at the end of the year the scheme would ke 
placed entirely in the hands of the members, who would elect 
their own committee of management, and would be able to make 
what alterations in the rules they pleased. At present the 
committee of management was a temporary one, and although 
the committee would give due consideration to any views 


expressed in the meeting in adjusting finally the details of the 


scheme, he did not think it would serve any useful purpose to 
take motions to amend the rules set out. In reply to Dr. R. 8. 
Pearson, who asked whether no expression of opinion was to 
be called for as to whether a scheme was desired at all, the 
Crarrman said that it was known that at any rate a minority 
of practitioners wanted a scheme of this kind, and in any case 
the scheme would go forward. 

Dr. Joun McNamara criticized the scheme as likely to bring 
upon the profession all the “‘ horrors of the old club system ”’ 
in the way of dispensing. Dr. Greco replied that the scheme 
had been carefully framed to avoid the evils attendant on the 
old practice. 

With regard to a rule that no canvassing or advertising 
should be permitted by or on behalf of any member, the 
CuaraMan, replying to questions as to how the scheme could 
be made known, said that there was nothing to prevent a 
doctor from exhibiting notices in his surgery. In one way or 
another, without direct advertising, people would become 
acquainted with the scheme. There was a good deal of contract 
practice in London at the present time, and the bodies con- 
cerned could be notified that it was no longer possible to 
attend their members at the old rates, if these were lower than 
the rates proposed under the scheme, but that they might be 
attended under the conditions of this new arrangement. 

Dr. Brackensury remarked that it was all very well to say 
that a man could put up a notice in hisesurgery. But what was 
his position towards the family of an insured person on another 
doctor’s list, which doctor did not come into this public service 
scheme? Was he at liberty to accept the family of that insured 
person? That might create a very difficult situation. 

Dr. C. H. Pantinc, from his two years’ experience of the 
Essex Public Medical Service, said that in practice he did not 
think any difficulty would arise. In the Essex service there 
had been no trouble at all from canvassing by the collectors— 
of course, care had been taken to sce that these were people 
of the right character to begin with, ‘and also that they were 
independent persons, that is, were unconnected with approved 


societies and the like—and there had been only one case cf 
canvassing by a doctor, which had been promptly dealt with 
by expulsion from the service. The service had been built up 
entire v by the interest of the doctors, and they could he 
trusted, with the rarest exceptions, to work in accordance with the 
professional code. A man did not become less honourable in all 
professional matters because he entered a public medical service. 

Some criticism took place with regard to the contributions. 
Dr. Scuirr pointed out that 3d. a week meant 13s. a year, 
and in his view it was not worth while to have patients at this 
sum, bearing in mind the fact that it included medicines, and 
that the patients included. a numbers of women and chiléren, 
attendances on whom would be more numerous than in the case 
of ordinary insurance patients. 

The CHarRMaN said, in reply to a question, that he thought 
the fees paid under this obama were higher than under any 
other public medical service scheme up to the present. 

Dr. PantING pointed out that the scheme was intended only 
for those who could not afford medical attendance in any other 
way, and it was desired to keep it down to that class of 
person. 

Dr. BrackENBURY, speaking from considerable experience of 
capitation fees, considered 3d. a week exactly the right figure. 
The proper fee under the National Insurance Act, in his 
-opinion, would be 10s. 6d., which, of course, was minus dis- 
pensing. Probably many insurance practitioners would prefer 
to have to undertake dispensing if they could be relieved of 
some of the requirements in their present terms of service 
which they disliked more. But if to a 10s. 6d. insurance fee 
were added 2s. 8d.—the latest figure—for drugs and dis- 
pensing, the total would be just over the 13s. a year, which was 
the sum set out in the present scheme. The a was, of 
course, bound up with the income limit, and he understood 
that the income limit in this scheme (£250) was to be applied 
to all sorts of workers, whether manual or non-manual. , 

Some criticism was directed against the income limit, which 
was regarded as excessive by one or two speakers. Another 
speaker complained of the large amount put down for adminis- 
tration, which brought up the amount to be paid yearly by the 
subscriber to 16s. The CHarrman pointed out that the two 
funds, for professional services and for administration, were 
entirely separate. 

In a brief discussion on the limitation of benefits, the 
CuarRMAN said that the fact that special visits were not 
included in the service provided would not, of course, prevent 
a doctor responding to an urgent call; the provision was 
designed to safeguard the practitioner against that annoying 
class of case, not urgent, in which a request for a visit was 
received after he had left on his daily round. A question was 
asked as to whether the scheme was not likely to be wrecked 
by the fact that night visits were excluded from its provisions, 
but the Chairman said tliat that had not been the experience 
~in other schemes of the kind. 

A vote of thanks was carried with hearty acclamation to 
Dr. Cardale, Dr. Gregg, and the other gentlemen who had 
formulated the scheme, and forms of application for practi- 
tioners to become members of the service were signed at thie 
close of the meeting.
